The eoulinnatioii 
of Mr. Lamar to one of tho nio.st import- 
ant judicial positions in the hind sliuiild 
be accepted as a final disposition of all 
rubelliouB sentiment in connection with 
tlie late eiintvovorsy about state right and 
chattel .slavery. 'I'liuro is danger, how- 
ever, that the fiory undei--ganiient which 
has been made to do so iiiucli duty in the 
jiast will aL;ain be impressed into tho Re- 
pul)lieaii sen'vicc, and thatduriii;,' the com- 
ing eampaiyn we shall in elleetat least liear 
thu parado-xical cry "The bloody sjiirt^ is 
dead.

.Monday Senator Male introduced to the 
biKiy of whicli he is a distinguislied mem- 
ber a somewhat remarkable resolution 
squinting in the direction of annuxaliou. 
'1 his resolution which ia supposed to rc- 
[iresent the views of American tishurmen 
provides that wiieiiovor it shall bo made 
fi appear to the satisfaction of the presi- 
dent that any province on tlie norfliurii 
boundary of thu United States desires 
adiiiiasion into tho riiiuii the [iresideiit 
shall be empowered to suspend the opera- 
tion of Custom's duties upon the products 
of the province or country in question for 
any period tho prosidunt may indicate, or 
until Congress shall have formally acted 
upon tlie application. Mr. Eraatus Wi- 
iiian who is at present in Washington re- 
presenting tho New Vork Hoard of Trade i 
and Transporation in tho coiivoiition of the j 
Nntional Board of Trade, does not regard 
tlio resolution with much favor. In the 
couisu of 9 brief interview witli him this 
afternoon liolvremarked to me that tho 
resolution could "serve no real puri)ose as 
tlicro was no fooling wortii speaking 
of in Canada in favor of such a niovemeni. 
In regard to the general subject of Coiii- 
ineroial Union, he said that wlulo the 
subject was being very favorably enter- 
tained there was a good deal of incrtin 
among Americans in regard to the pro- 
ject. Its importance was not yet properly 
understood. 

The nuestion was di.ifoussed at cmisiiler- 
able length by the National Board of 
Trade to-day, and resolutions were adopt- 
ed reiilhrming the action of tho Board in 
St. Louis in 1871, and recomuiending the 
abolition of all customs duties on the 
products of the two countries, uniformity 
of duties and internal taxes in the two 
countries, tho common use of all public 
works, and tho settlement of the fisheries 
question on principles of mutual interest. 

Mr. Dutterworth, the clianipion of 
Commercial Union in congress, ia slowly 
recovering from his recent illness, and 
will shortly introduce a bill and resolution 
into the iiouse of Representatives on the 
subject. This will put the matter before 
the nation in a formal manner.

liave not excited much intereat during thu 
past week. The illneas of Speaker Car- 
lisle has plunged the whole community 
into mourning and for a while his condi- 
tion waa very critical. At present, how- 
ever, he ia slowly improving and there iu 
every reaaon to hope for his speedy and 
complete recovery. His death at thia 
time would have been a very severe blow 
to the Democratic party. Perhaps tho 
most aiguilicant occuroiice of late in re- 
gard to tarill' matters is the action of the 
National Tobacco Aasociatioii, while in 
convention here. A resolution was intro- 
duced affirming the uiidesirability of tak- 
ing any aotionin relation to tho tobacco 
tax while the question of tho tariff was 
before Congress. It transpired in the 
courso of the debate which arose upon 
this resolution that a nuijority of tliu 
convention was in favor of retaining tho 
tax, though there were not wiintiug those 
who favored its repeal. Finally the reso- 
lution was laid over and no action taken. 

The official distinction which colored 
people have attained iu the government 
departinunta ia a atriking sign of the 
times. Twenty-livo years ago wo engaged 
in a long and bloody war for the pur])ose 
of making him a man and a brother, and 
succoodod. .Siiico then circuinstancea and 
a well managed vote have made him in 
many inatances thu white ninn'a olHcial 
.superior. The recorder of deeda of tho 
District of Columbia is a colored eentlc- 
miui in whose office a large nuimior of 
white subordinates (clerks, etc.) are eui- 
|)lijyed. In thu federal departiiioiita, loo, 
colorud men have achieved distinction, 
and been given positions which make 
white men green with envy. One very 
meritorious young colored man is tho sec- 
rotary of Senitor Evarts. Ten years ago 
ho walked from Alabama to Washington, 
fie was then a buy ignorant of even read- 
ing or writing. To-day hu has a collegiate 
education and nu attorney's diploma. And 
what ia also much to his credit is the cir- 
cumataiico that wliilo educating himaulf 
ho kei)t an aged mother and widowed ais- 
tor. The colored is a coming race, if it 
bo not already aome. 

Tho liahoriea' conimisBionors are not at- 
tracting a groat deal of attention at pro- 
sent, either socially or politically. Either 
Mr. Chamberlain's cast-iron Htoinaoh has 
boconie deranged or ho has suddenly re- 
solved to attend strictly to businosa. How 
unevenly Fortune distributes her favors 
is illustrated by the fact that while tho 
horny-lmnded aon of toil can only got a 
dollar and a half a day for splitting rails, 
Tuppor, Bayard c(. ul. get big money for 
the simple task of splitting hairs. Tho

ing will be greatly increased by the 
commiiiutiuii of the combustible. Tn 
other words, the liner the .state 
of di\ision the more energetic tho 
combustion, as the extended sui face thus 
ivcii to tho combustible favors its rapid 
union with the oxygen of tlio air. So 
power fill is this influence in increasing 
eombnslion that many substances which 
in bulk are almost iioli-coinbuatiblo, or 
are ignited only with considerablo dithcul- 
ly, arc, when in a linu state of division, 
so highly inllannnahle as to ignite spon- 
laneoualy. Let mo givo a few exiimplea: 
Iron in large inaaaea burns or rusts but 
slowly, this 1 listing boiii(j a real burning. 
Iron lilings luirn with blight acintillatioiia 
when dropiieil into a flame; in a Hnor state 
of division iriiii, aa ruduced from the ox- 
ide by liyilrogeii, can be ignited by a 
match bko tinder. In a atill liner .state 
of diviaion, obtained by the decomposi- 
tion of the oxalate by heat, tho iron is 
spontaneously inOamniable when poured 
through the air. 

Phosphorus in mass oxidizes slowly in 
tho air; divided siillicieiitly line it is 
spontaneously iiillaiiiiiiable. 

Flour dii.st in a nuiuhorof instances has 
been found lo poBseaa tho power of ex- 
lilosively igniting on the approach of a 
lighted candle. 
Malt dust too II In a case eited in 
Nature" for Doc. 13th, 1877, it was 
shown that in a largo English brewery — 
thatr of thu IMesara. Allaopp- a workman 
provided with an undefended light on at- 
tempting to make an examination of the 
.vorking of a leather band wnr; met, on 
tho opening of a door leading into tho 
casing, with an explosion sulliciuntly pow- 
erful to throw tho band out of gear. 

if these HubHtances are so highly inllam- 
iiiahle wlieii in a line atato of pulveriza- 
tion how much more so would carbon bo 
when found in the same cimdiliou? It is 
a well substantiated fact that charciial fre- 
(|Uoutly ignites apontanuoualy when linuly 
powdered for the manufacture of gun- 
powder. Ooal dust is simply carbon in a 
lino statu of division, and as such, under 
ctrtaiii oouditidiiH, is 'extremely danger- 
ous, a fact which cannot be tfio well 
known, and if I have succeeded in iiupres- 
sinp this fact on anyoiiu practiciilly on- 
gaged in mining 1 will consider that 1 
have not written this letter uselessly.

LoMio-V, Feb. 10.— Contrary to exjiec- 
tation the |)roceedings of Parliament on 
tho opening day were unusually tame and 
coiunionplace. It is evident that tho de- 
bate on the address will dispose of less 
time than it has for many years past. 
The roforonces of the Priino Ministur to 
foreign allairs is considered on all hands 
as extremely aatiafactory. tie asaured 
tho House of Lords he entirely shared 
Pisiuarck's belief in tho maintenance of 
lieace, and did so on the saiiio ground of 
belief, I't:: that Russia had no idea of 
taking illegal action respecting Bulgaria. 
The most interesting features of the 
l)roceedings in the House of Commona 
were Lord Churohill's notice of 
motion for the appoiiitmont of a 
royal commission to iiuiuire into 
alleged corruption of tho metropolitan 
board of works,— (this is considered by 
his friends a radical stoii), and a notice by 
(ion. (iohlswortliy. Conservative ineiiiher 
for llammorsmith, that ho would call at- 
toiitiim to the sUto of Irohmd and move 
the abolition of the office of Lmd Lieu- 
tenant. "Tliis intimation was loudly 
cheered by tho opposition. Pyno, who 
stood a siege in his family castle in Ire- 
land and successfully evaded the p9lice, 
had a [lerfuct ovation, as did also tUad- 
stoiio. Thu latter is evidently in excel- 
lent form, but not disiioaed to wasto the 
time of the house on the antiquated for- 
mality of debate on the address i»i reply 
to the speech from tho throne. 

.tlr. Bttifonr'a Iteply. 

Mr. Balfour resuming the debate on tho 
address iu reply tu the Queen's speech, 
commented ou the changed tone of Glad- 
stone as evinced by his speech last night. 
Where, he asked, was the impassioned 
orator who endeavored to inllamo tho 
public against law? Gladatono, interrupt 
ing, aaid: "There is not an atom of 
foundation for such assertions as the 
hon. gentleman has put forth." Balfour 
continuing, recalled the incitenioiits to ro- 
siataiice to the law contained in Glad- 
stone's speech at Nottingham, and ex- 
pressed a wiah that all of the oppoaition 
speakers would alter their, tone.ras Glad- 
stone had done, (irave reflection, he 
said, had been east upon Irish magis- 
trates, but of seventy-three luagiatratca 
who had come iu for a share of the oppo- 
sition's condemniilioii, Earl Spencer 
had appointed or approved the op- 
pointment of sixty. He ciuoted 
stJitistica showing a' considerable de- 
crease in crime under the coercion uct, 
and said the statistics of boycotting ea- 
jiecially showed thu results of tho act. 
During the year ending with .luly, 1887, 
870 persons had been boycotted, whereas 
tho toUil nundicr from that timo to date 
was 208. The etlbrts to suppress boycot- 
tiiiL' have been practically successful in 
Chu'e and Kerry where the league has 
been supiiressed. He reprobated and de- 
plored the vituperation of the govern- 
ment and of ))eraoiialitie3 which had been 
indulged in by certain lueiubora, character- 
izing their action in this respect as n 
blemish ou their political life. After 
citing other figures and additional in- 
stances of the reasoning of tho oppoaition 
to the government policy, Balfour con- 
cludud by claiming to have pnivod that 
the policy had been an umiualified suc- 
cess.

.1 . S. Pyno, member for West Wator- 
ford, iiationaliat, was arrested»n alight- 
ing from his cab outside of tho House of 
Coinnioiis. Mr. Pyno ia tho gontlouian 
who shut himsolf up in Lislinny Castle in 
Woterford and delied tho police lo arrest 
him, and who afterwards eluded the Irish 
authorities and escaped to England. Mr. 
Pyne was driven in a cab to Scotland 
Yard. He will be taken to Dublin t >- 
night. 

May Trove a l-'alliire. 

The Daily Neu-.f regrets tu loam that 
the new extradition treaty with America 
may prove a failure. It attributes tho 
action of the republicans to the fact that 
under Blaine they do not disdain to sup- 
port the dynamite factions, and thinks 
porhapa Blaine and hia frionda would faro 
just aa well if thoy deigned to conaidur 
the treaty on its own merits.

(Special to The Colonist.) 
Washingtow, Feb. 10.— In the House 

to-day the Senate Committee on inter- 
state commerce commenced its heariiiga 
in tho matter of competition by Canadian 
roada. Jno. J. Wilson, formerly presi- 
dent of the New York it Now England 
Railway, made a two hours' argument in 
8U|>port of the non-intercourse proposition, 
which he recommended aa a sole rem- 
edy. He stated tliat the natural 
competition of Canadian roads, assisted 
by the bonding of steamers frem 
San Francisco to Port Moody, t;lie 
weateru terininua of the Canadian Pacilic 
had had tho effect to turn away last year'a 
traffic to the valueof §400,000 from the Nor- 
thern Pacific. Wilson's remedy was a radi- 
cal ono. He proposed an amendment which 
would abolish the present system of trans- 
porting in bond through Canada. He did 
not believe this would result in an in- 
crease of rates on tho American end of 
tho line. He said there was ono control- 
ling reason behind his argument and 
he frankly avowed it. He desired to 
initiate a movement which would 
result in the annexation of Canada to the 
United States, and as ' a means to that 
end he would make it aa uncomfortable 
as possible for Canada to remain out of 
tho union. Tho measure that he proposed 
he knew would bankrupt every Canadian 
railroad, such a result he wuuld witness 
with complacency. Great Britain, ho was 
curtain, in a like oircumstanoe, would do 
tho aaino thing. Senator Reagan, a mem- 
ber of the conimisaion, said he found him- 
self agreeing with the main lines of Mr. 
Wilson'a argument, and Chairman Cullom 
openly expreased the opinion that Canada 
ought to be made part of tho United 
Statea. Wilson aaid: "That aliould be 
the policy, peaceably if we can, forcibly if 
we must." Mr. Wilson also proposed that 
tho first paragraph of section three of the 
inter-state commerce law should be 
amended by adduig tho following words: 
"Or to enter into any private or secret 
contract of the undersigned, whatever, in 
reference to or connected, directly or in- 
directly, with raila, or conditiona prece- 
doiit or subsequent under which any trathc 
shall be secured or transported, and all 
contracts or conditions other than those 
already printed on regular tickets, or in 
rugul.\r bills of lading and connected with 
the salo of passenger tickets or transpor- 
tation, or with tho shipments of freight, 
or with the diversiaii of pasaengers or 
freights trom a line or route of any other 
ooimnon carrier, shall be deemed to be a 
public contract and ahall be made or 
written on printed forms in triplicate, ono 
for each of tho parties thereto and one to bo 
forwarded to the oommisaionora appointed 
under this act and under such regulations 
as they shall proscribe." There was ono 
intoresting incident connected with this 
hearing. Gen. Wilson was the Union 
cavalry loader who captured Mr. Reagan, 
then postmaater-general of the confedera- 
cy, and they had never mot since. This 
meeting was very cordial ond resulted iu 
Bomo interesting stories of the war.

LAYING COAL DUST. 

We have seen a description of an appar- 
atus attached to an ordinary water-tub 
which is made to travel along tlie wagon- 
ways of a ooUiory. The water is convoyed 
from the tub through a hollow spindle 
projecting at the back through a stufling- 
box, and having at its outer end a hollow 
boss perforated round its circumference. 
Over this boss is fitted a chamfered wood- 
en boss similarly perforated and sur- 
rounded by a circular bristle brush. The 
wooden boss is made removable, so that 
the brush can bo renewed or repaired. 
The spindle, boss and brush are made to 
rotate by means of an endless chain and 
tooth wheels connected with one of the 
axes of the tub, and a simple stoii-valve is 
added to regulate and cut ofl" the .supply 
of wator^^, With this apparatus 100 gallons 
of water liayd b'eeh sufficient to thorough- 
ly saturate 1,700 yards of way, a 'superfi- 
cial area of 150,000 square feet, the tub 
travelling at a speed of about four miles 
an hour.

The same v,-,;y is with a cot- 
ton plimt, which dii..; duty as cotton 
cloth, a good imltali m of jute matting, 
as cotton seed oil, as oil cake for feeding 
rattle when the oil is jiressed out. and 
3ven the little cotfo'.i liber which attaches 
to the seed is neatly jieeled oiT and used 
in the manufacture of the clothing ma- 
terial known as sboddj-. 

In the tobacco manufacturing business,

into the very coarse grades of smoking 
tobacco, for which there is no longer a 
market. From the mcotine in the stems 
'.a now extracted, by steaming, what is 
ijiiown as "sheep wash," a liijuid for 
killing vermin lh;it infest sheep. This 
ilone saves the wfx)l interests of America 
millions of dollars annually, in checking 
various disease..

T« be Erected Near Jonean to Treat tlie Basin 
Ores. 

Tlieru is soaio probability that a smelt 
or will bu orootod near .Juneau nox.t sum 
hioi'i by parties rocontly arrived, to treat 
t'lio Biiain ores. Undoubtedly this enter- 
prise would bo a paying one, as there is 
an abundance of ore in those mines to 
keep such a plant of large capacity in con 
stimt operation, and, wo think, plenty of 
fluxoB near at hand, 'I'ho ores both of the 
Basin and .Sheep Creek are of a character 
tliat rccphres smelting to leduce theiu; 
some run high in silver, earryinj; a heavy 
jier cent, of galena and iron, with soiae- 
tiines zinc and black-jack. A curious fea- 
ture of those ores is that the black jack 
carries free gold visible to tlie eye, but 
not in any groat (iiiantitios. Buk .a very 
small per cent, ot the gold of the Basin 
ores is free, therefei'i> free gold mills are 
valueless in tliis connection; and carrying 
a large amount of galena and iron cnncen- 
trators are almost as much so. The silver 
is carried mainly in -the galena, and the 
gold in the iron, or aulpliurots, a.s it is 
termed hero, with a little free gold in the 
ipiartz. The free gold' mills that have 
been erected in the Basui liave one and 
all pri)\ ed worthless, not on account of 
the ore not being rich enough, but that 
the gold and silver wore nut s;ued by 
auch process. The only lot uf ui e taken 
out of the Basin la.st suimnor that j)aid 
e.Npensus of mining, was from the .Jumbo, 
and that was shipped to San Francisco 
and paid a handsome profit. To obtain a' 
home market for the Basin ores, we must 
have smelters, and to secure tliese the 
mine owners should o.xtond to smelting 
men every inducement pos.sible, ;uul am- 
ple inducoiuents could bo oli'ored such men 
to ensure the erection of such a plant 
without delay. — Alaska Free Press.

A number of papers 
were found on the body, among them be- 
ing three discharges from ships, one dated

anod ."1, the second from the Ka.ssa of 
fl<jbart, Capt. Anderson, in the «aino 
name, and the third from the Stanley of 
.-Vuckland, Capt. Chrisiian, in tho same 
name, dated Dec. 11, 1886, Tho coroner's 
jury returned an open verdict. It appears 
thut last December the eaiitain of the ship 
I'acloliis, then loading lumber at Moody- 
ville, repnrteil to the cliicf of police at 
Vancouver, that one of his sailors was 
missing, and supposed to have desertod, 
but it is inoro than likely that tho unfor- 
tunate man fell overboard, and was 
drowned.

During the 
night a st^uad from the colony came, and 
while the original locators were enjoying 
their nocturnal repose, they auccocdod in 
erecting five houses on as many lots, and 
when this feat was made bare by the rising 
sun, there was much indignation among 
the old hands. All tho jumped lots wore 
taken possession of, and two of the houses 
were t(n-n down and the material thrown 
into the buy. Tho justice of tho peace 
and the conutitblu of Lliu Lowu belong to 
the old settlors ffiotion, and to him one of 
the co-operatives proceeded and because 
he would iiot favor his views, threatened 
him with all kinds of threats. Tho J. P. 
caused the constable to place him under 
arrest, and on examination made him fur 
nish bonds for his future behavior. The 
(juestion of ownership of the lots will 
likely bo tested in the courts.

Rosideiita on 
th.it part of the hill and those intending 
to build have arrived at the couolusiun, 
that in order to make the street attrac- 
tive, something must bo done in that 
direction as noon as po-^Bibk!. Tlio mayor, 
it is said, has signified hia willingness to 
give as many feet of the fruntago of his 
property aa will go to widen and atraighton 
the street. Others will do th 
same, if a guarantee is given tliat the 
work will 1)0 commenced at once and 
without delay. In fact some who have 
lately erected houses have had their fences 
moved back several feet awaiting the ac- 
tion of tho city council and goveriiiiient. 
It has been aiiggested, and wisely too, 
that the city surveyor be instructed to 
prepare a plan of the street showing the 
pointa where property holders will have 
to move their fences back, Tho improve- 
ments to this street will extend far be- 
yond the city limits, but those owning 
property outside are as deeply interested 
in the matter as the others. The move- 
ment is a wise one, and by prosecuting 
tho work at once the city will benefit by 
it. Fort street, which is one of the long- 
est in the city, is also the narrowest in 
some places and wholly inadequate for 
the amount of traffic in the summer.

POLICE COURT. 



(Hoforo Judge HU Harrison). 

E. McDonotigh, charged with bringing 
Ht(jlon money into Canada. 

Mr. (jiaiinaway represented tho pru.ao- 
cution aud Mr. Walker the defendant. 

A motion was made to amend tho infor- 
mation to read "that prisoner obtained 
money by false pretences." This cliaugo 
was allowed and the court ])roceodt)d to 
take the following evidence: 

J. E. Brown sworn, stated:— 1 reside at 
Seattle; wont to Mr. Soigol's oiUce and 
was told that the agont was not in and 
that ho (prisoner) did his business; paid 
him for tho machine and received a re- 
ceipt for §50; supposed the prisonor was 
■Mr. Seigel's partner. 

To His Honor — Am quite sure that 
prisoner is tiie man who received the 
money. 

A. Meyer sworn:— Reside at Seattle 
and know prisoner; bought a Wheeler & 
Wilson machine at auction; prisoner of- 
fered me a Singer machine and 1 was to 

pay §50 and throw in tho old Wlieoler & 
Wilson. 

Officer Mitten deposed that he arrested 
prisoner on the 17th instant and that 
Soigel was j)reseiit. Prisoner said he had 
no monoy, but had scut $15 to some one 
in Seattle; he said ho would pay tho money 
back in instalments; prisoner only had 
twenty-five cents when we searched him 
at the station. 

Mr. Walker e.xprosBod adeaira to cross- 
oxamiiio W. H. Adams, who was thun 
called and stated that tho letttir prodiicud 
is in his hand writing; Mr, Seigel wrote 
to him about McDonough and he answered 
that he thought the man was here. Mr. 
Adams could not remember if ho informed 
Seigol that prisonor was working for Mr. 
Flotclier. Ho did not tell Mrs. Griffiths 
that he could fix the man who was trying 
to soil her a Davis machine; showed her 
a letter from tho comjiany's uiiont at 
Seattle, because ho had seen dofunuant 
coming out of Mrs. Griffiths' house. 

After tho evidence was all in his honor 
said he would give his decision in the 
case to-day.

Hon, Mr. Robson suggested Uiat the 
house now appoint the standin;^ ciunmit- 
tees. The loader? of the govfrnment and 
the hon. gentleman leading tho opjiosi- 
tion would each lunue a cert.iin iiiiinbor.

THE commission OP ENQUIRY. 

On the lirst motion, that, of Hc)n. Mr. 
Huui[)hieys, to eiKjiiire into certain alle- 
gations against the hon. president of the 
council, being called, the mover asked 
that it bo dropped for the present. 

Hon. Mr. Robson asked tho hon. niovur 
when he would be prepared to go «jiii:cWith 
the motion. It was important tliat it 
.should bo considered at the liv,t oppor- 
tunity. 

Hon. i\Ir. II iiiiiphrey.s .said 'ic would 
bring it on at the earliest opportunity 
[los.siblo. He had cnmiiiaiul "f die posi- 
tion, and iutended to hold it. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said such a state- 
ment was not satisfactory to the govem- 
inent side of the house. It was a matter 
of the lit most importance that it sluuild 
be brought forward at once, owing to the 
grave nature of the eliurgca contained in 
the reaolution. 

Mr. Seiiilin said if thi.-i point of <irder 
was allowed it W(juld jierniit of .my dis- 
cussion being shut nil' at any time to suit 
the will of tho iii.".jority of the lumae. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said that if tlu- linn, 
gentleman had any ground for his eliarge 
ho should have been prep.ired to subiiiit 
tho evidence at once. It' lie b.-id not he 
should never have liruunlil it. The > ery 
wording of tho resolution itself was.iuilh- 
e<enbevidenoe that the hon. mover .should 
be in possession of infoniiation on the 
charge. . -. . .. ; :, 

Mr. Bole oii the question of procedin-e, 
eonteiided that if the residution uf the 
provincial secretary carried, it was about 
time the members of tho opposition [lack- 
ed their earpot bags (laughter.) He did 
not intend to say anything on the resolu- 
tion, nor would ho have brought such a 
resolution before the house, for the good 
reason that ho was counsel for the do 
fendaiit and tho acting attorney-general 
was counsel for tho plaiiititi' in a libel case 
that was now in court on this very mat- 
ter. But ho contended that if tliu'pres- 
out in novation was allowed, it would do a way 
with one of the most impurtant eon.stitu- 
ticuial privileges of the house, and [dace 
it in the hands of the goveriiinent. It was 
a matter that should not bo hastily con- 
sidered. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said it was hia 
intention to bring it forwixrd. as soon aa 
he received certain information, which ho 
exjjocted every day. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said there were 
charges in thu resolution which greatly 
concerned the government and the c(mii- 
try and if the hon. gentleman had any de- 
sire to settle matter, ho shuuld in justice 
bring it forward at once. 

After further diseii.s.sion, 

Hon. Mr. Davie asked if the present 
was an ordinary motion wliieb the mover 
could postpone at pleasure / It could not 
be dnniud that ordinarily a mover of a re- 
solution could drop the motion from time 
to time to suit his convenience. There 
wore oxcoptioiis to all rules and if iteuuld 
be shown that niotidiis were not of au or- 
dinary character he tlioui;ht that such a 
rule ceased. He coiiteniled that this was 
an extraordinary aiul improper iiiutioii. 
It imputed to ono of the miniatiy trc.-isoii 
and if it could bo proved would demand 
that member to be impeached. The reso- 
lution asked that his honor should exer- 
cise his prerogative and suspend that min- 
ister until the <|uestion had been investi- 
gated. The ordinary ccnirse should not be 
allowed in the present inst.-inee, f(U' it was 
an extraordinary chaiye, and if permitted 
to take tho ordinary course it would sim- 
ply allow a gross libel to occupy a place 
on the motion |iai)er until it suited the 
convenience or pleaaure of the hon. mover 
to bring it i\\> or drop it altogether. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said the hoiicuahlo 
gentleman had mistaken the intenti(jii. 
It was not an ell'ort to atitle the discussion 
but to endeavor to bring forward a full 
and free discussion c>f the matter. 
There were charges iu tl'o resolution 
which rendered it necessary to have them 
settled at once. There was a charge cjf 
high treason against one of the members 
of tho gij\'oniiiient and the Itl-ler did not 
l)ropoae to allow such an accusation to 
hang over the head nf one of its iiieni- 
bers. (Applause.) They were bound to 
assume that the honorable gentleman 
knew of that which he charged in his res- 
olution or he would not have dared to 
place audi a chiirgc! on the notice jiaper. 
They did imL desire tn stille diseussiuii, 
but they merely desireil that the honor- 
able mover should name an early day for 
the diseusaiuii. He (piestioned whether 
the houso should not adjourn until the 
information relating to thu charge was 
laid before thorn. (Applause. ) 

Mr. Bole thought there was no high 
treason imputed in the residution, and 
did not consider that the point of order 
was being discussed. It was simply a 
(|uestion uf coiistituti(uial law, and it 
Miould be carefully decided. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys claimed that May 
jnovided for the course, aud he followed 
the correctr OHO. He read frcmi a record 
of "Tho Speeches of Great Men, " (|Uotiiig 
Lord Chatliaiii'a speech on what he claimed 
was a similar cpiestion. lie said if the 
honorable president of the council was 
enabled to show that ho had not used the 
languiige imputed to him there was no one 
who would fool moroploaaod, (Laughter,) 
The motion was one of inquiry, and hia 
courae was the correct one. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsiii;.'ir said that the hon- 
orable gentleman bail charged him in the 
rcHoliltiim with treason, and if he had 
stated these expressions anywhere outside 
this house, ho would place him where he 
saved him from two years ago. (Sensation 
and applause.) 

This statemoiit was made amid cries of 
"order" and confusion, 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys demanded that 
tho words used be taken down by Mr. 
Clerk. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsiuuir— Yes, take them 
down and I will prove them (applause.) 

After order had boon restored tho exact 
words of Hon. Mr. Dunsinuir were taken 
down. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that tho hon. 
gentleman claimed that his reaoluticn was 
not an impoHcliniont. Other words can 
be used to stnto inipeachnient, and ho 
claimed that the words wore intondod to 
express disloyalty and treason. If the ac- 
tion of a man in endeavoring to annex 
■Vancouver Island to tho L'nited States 
was not treason to tlio Quuon ho would 
like to know what treason was. (Ap- 
plause.) 'fhere was a direct charge of 
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ticaaon and a request for impeachment. 
In the interests of the sovereign and this 
house such a charge should not be allowed 

to drag along — ^it should be gone into at 
once, (hear, hear.) If Mr. Humphrey 
was not prepared to prove it, he should 
not have put it on tho paper until 
he was. They merely desired an 
nilsiiriince that the motion was placed 
there in good faith. They did not ask 
that it be c(>nsidored forthwith, but that 
a ilate should bo named for its considera- 
tion. If ho bulieved that hoi as a mem- 
ber of the legislature and the government, 
might bo charged with such a libellous 
atatement as tho ono coutniuud in the 
lesohition, and have it hanging over his 
head from day to day, he would not ait in 
the house. (Applauao. ) 

Hon. Mr. Iluinphroys said if tho gov- 
ernment pledged themselves to ado}it the 
reaolution as it stood, he would bring it 
before them ut once. (Ironical laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that such a course 
would simply moan that tho house should 
condomn the accused unheard. 

Mr. Bole thought they wore traveling 
outside the ipieatioii of order altogether, 
and w(jnlil aoun reduce tho proceedings of 
the house to a level with those of the Im- 
perial jiarlianiont. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys claimed that he 
did not ask anythiaig of the kind stated 
by tho hon. attornoy-genetal. Ho merely 
asked for a commission of cmiuiry. He 
believed the government wantetl to vote 
the I'CHolution down at once. In fact, he 
had heard that such aoourse had been de- 
cided upmi. 

After eunaidomble oross-firing, Mr. 
Speaker stated that he WvMi not decide 
the point hastily. • 

Oil request ot Hon. Mr; Robson, Mr. 
.Speaker said he would be enabled to give 
his d jciaion on Monday. 

11(111. Mr. Robson said that it was the 
opinion of the govorinneut side of tho 
house that until that decision was given, 
tlio house should adjourn. He would 
move that the house at its rising adjourn 
until 2 o'clock Monday. 

Messrs. Grant', Bole and Semlin ob- 
jected, clainiiiig that it would delay the 
oi-dinaiy Inisiness of the house. 

lion. Mr. Humphreys elaiiiiud that the 
house was being threatened by tho gov- 
eriiinent. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said there was no 
t hreat at all. It was the wish of the ma- 
jority of the house that they should await 

iMv. Speaker's decision. 

Mr, Spi al.i-i said unless he was enabled 
tn lia\ e sullicieiit time in which to con- 
sider the dilhcult ijueatiun submitted he 
would not be ill a position to render his 
decision on .Mniidaj-. 

The oppositicjii claimed that this was 
reasonable. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said that it was for 
this very thing that they, sought an ad- 
journment. They desirecT thatMr. Speak- 
er he ijiven as long a time as possible in 
which to determine the proper procedure. 
(Hoar, hear.) 

The house then adjourned.
